As China’s guiding principle in 
her foreign relations has for some 
time been based exclusively on the 
“ rights recovery ” policy, it might 
be thought unnecessary to single 
out one or another manifestation 
for the purpose of emphasizing the 
tendency as a whole. Within the 
Jast few weeks, howover, so many 
incidents have served to illustrate 
the ruling passion of the day, that 
ii smissible to make ure of 
milestones and to call a 
survey of the country 
in front. Inastrikingly 
short sce of tine we had 
to re.od the compromise in ¢ 
Chekiang railway dispute, the 
abandonm ‘nt by the Pekin Syndi- 
cate of its concession in Shansi, 
and the resumption of the work of 
patroling the West River by 
Chinese gunboats. In each case 
the result attained has been brought 
about by the determination of the 
people ‘themselves to eliminate 
wholly or as far as possible foreign 
interference, financial, industrial or 
administrative, in Chinese affairs. 
‘The arrangement between the pro- 
vince of Chékiang and the Central 
Government is in the nature of a 
face-saving device rather than an! 
absolute rejection of foreign ussis-! 
tance ; for the railway will be built 
by means of foreign capital and 
under foreign supervision, although 
the latter is reduced to a minimum, 
while the capital will first pass 
through the hands of the Central 
Government, not, bien entendu, 
without profit to it. By the terms 
of the agreement between the 
Barean of Trade of Sbansi and the 
Pekin Syndicate the latter sur- 
renders the whole of its concession 













in that province at the cost, bora 
cheerfully by the provincials them 
selves, of Tis 2,750,000. Ther: 
are features in the history of thir 
concession which differentiate it 
from other more satisfactory foreign 
undertakings, but per se the acti 
of the people of Shansi indicate- 
that they prefer to mulct themselve~ 
in a considerable pecuniary lox 
rather thin allow their province t:

Not many days have bern allow- 
ed to elapse after the withifray 
of the British gunboats frou the 
West River before it is reported 
that pirates and robbers have 
seized the opportunity to renew 
their activity.

of counsellors there is complete in- 
action ; money has ceased to be 
forthcoming, and “we have no one 
available to take over the manage- 
ment of the whole affair.”

The moral of the story is not far 
to seek, either for the Chinese 
themselves or for foreigners. There 
is no lack of sympathy with the 
former in their desire to be able to 
run by themselves ; but first they 
must learn to walk. For foreigners 
it may be well to give due recogni- 
tion to the temporary potency of the 
“rights recovery” movement, and 
to refrain from giving Vhina cause 
to stand united with her back 

inst the wall. The rich pro- 
vinee of ('hékiang may have suf- 
ficient wealth to claim independ- 
ence of foreign capital ; but when 
reputable Chinese engincers refuse 
to associate themselves with the 
construction of its railway, the 
people as a whole will realize that 
the money is not everything in 
such enterprises. Other provinces 
will hasten to emulate Chékian, 
and Shansi ; but sooner or later 
the fate of the majority will he 
that of Szechuan, whose railway is 
still in the air, while its representa- 
tives would fain accept a foreign 
loan. For this reason the agree- 
ment between the people of Shansi 
and the Pekin Syndicate is emin- 
ently satisfactory ; the latter retires 
more or less gracefully from an 
untenable position, but it retains 
a prior claim upon any future 
loans made by the province, In 
the meantime it has an opportunity 
to reorganize itself, and, if the 
initial mistakes connected with the 
Shansi concession are avoided, there 
{s no reason why it should not en- 
ter upon a period of activity as 
advantageous to China as to itself. 
The recrudescence of piracy in the 
southern waterways will- not be 
welcomed by the British Govern- 
ment, which has no desire to offend 
Chinese susceptibilities and would 
be more content to see the evil stop- 
ped by Chinese than by British 
ganbosts It. will be generally 
oped, therefore, that the wise

Wortp-wide horror and detest- 
ation will have been evoked by the 
terrible outrage perpetrated at 
Lisbon last Saturday. For fell 
design and cold-blooded execution 
of purpose the attempt to extirpate 
the Royal House of Portugal must 
be ranked among the worst political 
murders of history. The revolting 
brutality of the assassination of 
King Alexander and Queen Draga 
of Servia was lacking in the 
Lisbon tragedy—for at least the 
murderers refrained from levelling 
their weapons at the —hervic 
Queen as she vainly enieavour- 
ed to shield her eldest son— 
but a similar purpose prompted 
an equally cowardly butchery of 
defenceless and unsuspecting. vic 
tims. How little the existence of 
such a plot was suspected in 
Portugal may be gauged by the 
fact that the whole Royal Family 
was to be found driving without 
any armed escort in open carriages 
in the streets of Lisbon. The full 
details of the outrago are still 
wanting ; but it is to be inferred 
that at the moment of the attack 
the carriages were within the 
immediate precincts of the Capital 
onthe road that winds past the Naval 
Arsenal along the ‘Tagus to the 
suburb of Bel Whether there 
had been a momentary balt’ has 
not been stated; but the first 
indication of the impending 
catastrophe was given by the action 
of a youth who jumped upon the 
King’s carriage from bebind and 
before those in it could guess his 
purpose had fired his revolver at 
the King’s back. From this point! 
it becomes distressingly easy to re- 
construct the scene. Queen Amelia 
springing up with the suddenness 
of alarm sought in her despair to 
thwart the assassin by throwing 
into his face the flowers she held in 
her hand ; the Crown Prince, facing 
the man, strack at him with a walk- 
ing stick. The wretch, however, 
had time to fire once more at 
the King, before he loosed his 
hold of the carriage, to be 
dragged back by a crowd that had 
now gathered round the scene and 
to be shot by a policeman’s revolver 
instead of meeting with a less 
merciful and more deserved end at 
the hands of an infuriated populace. 
Meanwhile, his accomplices carried 
out their parts ; the Crown Prince, 
probably standing over his prostrate 
father, offered an easy mark, but 
his appointed assassin made sure of 
his victim by firing two shots almost 
point-blank at him. Before he 











was cut down by an officer’s sword, 
presumably by one of the suite who 
rode in the second carriage with 
Prince Manuel. That the inten- 
tions of those privy to the plot had 
been to do away with the whole 
reigning house may be inferred 
from the fact ihat-even the you'h- 
ful Infante was not to be spared, 
and from the crowd that now 
thronged the carriages two shots 
were fired ut him. Happily neither 
effected serious injury ; but in the 
case of the King and the Crown 
Prince the wounds inflicted proved 
fatal and within a short space of 














time both had breathed their last 
in the presence of the distracted 
Queen. 

The plot from ull the evidence 
available was ‘ical and not the 
work of anarchists. For many 
years Portugal has been in the 
throes of a political upheaval.

BRITAIN 
AND MACEDONIA. 


February 6. 


A TELEGRAM in our issue last 
Saturday attributed to Lord Ripon, 
Lord Privy Seal of the Liberal 
Cabinet, the statement that the 
Macedonian problem involved ques- 
tions “which might give rise to 
war between Great Britain and 
Turkey, leading eventually to a 
European war.” Now it is an 
unwritten law of international 
diplomacy that direct references to 
the possibility of war are employed 
most sparingly and never in a 
light or irresponsible manner. 
Consequently, if we are to accept 
the accuracy of the telegraphic 
summary of Lord Ripon’s remarks, 
the words cannot be regarded as 
being without significance ; unless, 
indeed, we are to attribute yet 
another lapse to a Cabinet that has 
shown itself embarrassingly “ am- 
ateurish” in many of its public 
references to foreign and imperial 
affairs. In the present instance, 
however, in view of the fact that 
Great Britain’s activity in regard 
to Macedonia is inseparably bound 
up in that of the concert of Europe, 
we may presume that Lord Ripon’s 
striking utterance was intended 
rather for home consumption than 
as an implicit warning to the 
Porte. As is well known, there is 
a section of opinion in Britain 

tly exercised over the Mace- 
Sooian question which would 
favour the adoption of heroic 
remedies even at the price of! 
provoking evils yet more terrible 
than the conditions now prevailing 
in that unhappy country. A deput- 
ation on the subject waited upon 
Sir Edward Grey last July, and 
while the fact that its spokesman 
was the Archbishop of Canterbury 
ensured moderation of language, 
the reply of the Foreign Secretary, 
in its comprehensive survey of the 
problem with which the Govern- 
ment found itself confronted, im- 
plied that he was not ignorant of 
the lengths to which some of his 
audience would wish Great Britain 
to go in removing Macedonia’s ills. 
Sir Edward Grey pointed out on 
that occasion that “ to put forward

way for the British Government 
to meet criticism at hor 
did not meet the : 
wenkened our position abroad.” 
The Government’s intention was. 
“to do our utmost to maintain the 
concert of Europe, but, acting 
inside that concert, to do our 
utmost to make that concert as! 
effective as possible.” There can 
hardly be any intention to-day to 
depart from this policy and we may 
hope to find that a full report of 
Lord Ripon’s speech lessens the 
harshness of the telegraphic sum- 
mary. 

Tf there are those who would 
raise no objection to Great Britain 
grappling the Macedonian problem 
single-handed, there are probably 
others who may be at a loss to 
understand why the British Gov- 
ernment should concern itself in 
any way with the question. Our 
responsibility in the matter, 
however, though not of our own 
seeking, was created by the 
original appeal of the Christians 
under Turkish rale for help against 
Mohammedan oppression, materi- 
alized in Macedonia when thirty 
years ago we chose rather to see 
the territory remain under the 
dominion of the Porte than to 
allow it to be handed over to Bul- 












garia, and cannot be repudiated 
now when subsequent indifference 
to the country’s fate has led up 
to the present condition of affairs. 
To-day, moreover, our responsi- 
bility is prompted, perhaps, as much 
by interest as by senti Even 
if there were reason to modify 
our historic attitude towards the 
“butcher” of Europe, our inter- 
esta would prompt us to “ stand by” 
in view of a possible disintegration 
of Turkey and the consequent’ 
remodelling of the map of Europe. 
For better or for worse Great 
Britain has thrown in her lot with 
the other Powers and it behoves 
her to take an active part in the 
solution, if one be attainable, of 
the Macedonian question. This 
policy has commended itself to the 
present Government, as well as to 
its predecessors. While admitting 

















that other Powers nearer to Mace- 
donia have a special local interest 
in the matter, Great Britain is 
content to see Austria-Hungary and 
Russia attempt to carry into effect 
plans approved by the whole con- 
cert. Thus she was a party to the 
joint note presented to the Porte 
by these two Powers in 1902 ; but 
when neither that scheme of reform 
nor even the more famous Miirzsteg

results fondly anticipated, it was A 
Great Britain who in 1905 was © 
instrumental in carrying through =” 
scheme of international financial 
control ; and last year she followed 
this up’ by withholding consent to 
the increase in the Turkish Castoms 
dues until the Porte had given far 
more explicit undertakings than 
before in regard to reforms in 
Macedonia. Now a further pro- 
posal, us we learn from a’ telegram 
published on Saturday, bids fair to 
stir up the Turkish Government 
from instincts of self-preservation 
to take steps which alone can effect 
immediate amelioration of the ter- 
rible condition of this hopeless pro- 
vince. The threat to increase the 
Macedonian gendarmerie, to extend 
the powers of its foreign officers 
and to employ it in hunting down 
the revolutionary bands now prey- 
ing on the wretched inbabitants 
has at last forced the Porte to 
mobilize its regular troops for work 
in which they ought to have been 
employed long ago. 

e most superficial inquiry int> 
the present condition of lonia 
reveals at once the hopelessness of 
attempting to effect practical reform 
by arm-chair measures. It is true 
that the intervention of the Powers 
has moderated the abuses from 
which the Christian population 
saffered when left entirely to the 
mercy of Turkish soldiers and 
officials. But in their place worse 
ils have arisen and the country 
is now given over to a racial war 
of extermination carried on by 
al bands of Greeks, Bulgarians 
and Servians, egged on and sup- 
ported by their respective Govern- 
ments. Under the impression that 
the new reform scheme to be 
introduced under the auspices of 
the Financial Commi will 
entail, according to the popular 
interpretation of Clause III ot the 
Miirzsteg Note, the partition of 
Macedonia into national spheres, 
these Governments havo hoped by 
pegging out claims beforehand to 
establish’a right to certain districts. 
‘The process has involved the “‘ con- 
‘version ”—by wholesale murder— 
of indicated tracts of land. For 
the Vilayet of Uskub alone during 
the year 1906 the record of out- 
rages showed 38 fights, 300 people 
killed and 659 wounded. In 1907 
the activity of the marauding bands 
was still more fatal to the 
inhabitants of the province. Mean- 
while it is only natural that the 
Turk, contemplating the scene 
with’ grim complacency, should ” 
feel that he would be flying in the 
face of Mohammedan Providence 
in moving a finger to prevent the 
Christians from massacring one 
another. To elaborate schemes of 
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administrative reform without tak- 
ing energetic steps to suppress this 
war of mutaal extermination is 
clearly a waste of time and slowly 
the conviction is gaining hold of 
the Powers. An identical Note 
has been addressed to Athens, 
Sofia and Belgrade requesting the 
suppression of the activity of their 
respective revolutionary com- 
mittees ; but a far more practical | pr 
measure is to be found in the 
British proposal to give executive 
command to the foreign officers of 
the gendarmerie and to inaugurate 
& vigorous crusade against the 
revolationary bands. Whether this 

will share the fate of 
other attempts to galvanize the 
Powers into effective action re- 
mains to be seen ; but it is to be 
feared that a consciousness of their 
inability to deal practically with 
the question is urging the Chancel- 
leries concerned to lay more stress 
upon academic reforms such as 
the foreign control of the judiciary.

‘Your correspondent met a member 
of the gentry on the street this morning 
who informed him that the small town 
of Yuonho, in the Haining district, was 
invaded by robbers on Tuesday. They 
entered the pawnshops and made away 
with considerable property, but apart 
from terrifying the people did no great 


damage. 

‘The troops of the 36th Regiment of 
the Peiyang army which were in the 
city for some days, have all gone to 
the neighbourhood of the attack on the 
steam-launches, part of them going on 
Sanday and part on Tuesday.

SUBSIDIARY COINAGE. 


‘The result of the cogitations of the 
Committee on subsidiary coinage has 
een placed before the Governor in the 
form of majority and a minority 
report. Frou these it is clear that 
thinge sre in a muddle, bat this un- 
fortunate fact was well-known before. 
Itis not apparent, however, what course 
‘can be adopted, in order to get out of 
this unfortunate wood. Recently it 
was pointed out that the current 
coinage, that is, the Hongkong twenty- 
cant pieces, has, at times; depreciated 
from -nine .per cent to 4 per cent of par 
value. This is owing to the large number 
coined by the mint in Canton and the’

These coins have been 
Hongkong by the Chinese in countless 
numbers, while in many cases the 
Hongkong twenty-cent pieces have 
found their way into the Kusngtang 


Province. There are millions of these 
debased coins in the Colony. They 
‘are not legal tender at any of the 
Government offices, and will only be 
accepted at the banks at dis 
count, but they hare to be accepted by 
Companies doing business with Chi- 
nese daily. For instance, the Canton 
Steamboat Company, whose steamers 
ran daily to Canton, must receive the 
passage money in twenty-cent pieces or 
not receive it at all. The consequence 
is that during the year there is a very 
large loss on this count, sheer loss to 
the Company. As I said before, there 
is a difference of opinion as to the 
remedy. Some are for probibiting the 
Canton coins. Others appear to sug- 
gest that they should be allowed as 
tender, It has been suggested 
that the Peking Government should be 
approached, through the British Min- 
ister, to ask that orders be issued for 
the minting of these debssed coins to 
‘be countermanded at Canton.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


DR. MORRISON'S SPRECR, 


The annual meeting of the Hong- 
kong branch of the a Association 
was held at the City Hull, Hongkong, 
‘oo Jannary 30. Mr. A. G. Wood

The Chairman :—The report for the 
past twelve months which we have to 
Present to you js bat a short one, the 
Fear, so far as regards questions with 
which this branch of the Association 
concerns itself, having been an unevent- 
fal one. I am sorry that the annual re- 
port of the head office of the Association 
is not yet forthcoming, so that we miss 
the ¢ Frespondence and information ex- 
plaining what has been done during 
he year. Our accounts show a moder- 
ate expenditure, and we carry for 
ward a fair balance of funds, but this 
cannotalwars be the case, as.we may, 
as has happened in former years, find 
ourselves committed to a larger ex- 
penditure in connexion with the work 
of the Association. We would there- 
fore welcome a considerable increase in 
aur membership, now seventy in number, 
and would invite present members to 
tise their influence amongst their friends, 
and find us recruits amongst them. 
Our subscription of $10 per annum is 
not a heavy tax, bearing in mind what 
are the aims and objects of the Asso- 
ciation, also the fact that the larger our 
roll of members the greater weight with 
‘hich we can speak.

I will briefly refer to the various 
sabjects dealt with in the report.

Minister in Peking, 
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Admiral on the station, who has 
shown great interest in this matter, 
has taken up a stronger stand, the 
result being the understanding with 
the Waiwnpi, by virtue of 
which these waters are now being 
patrolled by British war-vessels, not 
to be withdrawn, I hope and believe, 
until all claims have been settled, and 
the officials have provided the means 
and have given an earnest of their 
intention to provide for the safety of 
the trade on and navigation of the 
‘West River. According to recent in- 
formation these measures have been 
successful, our ships bave been with- 
‘drawn and I hope there may be no 
occasion for tiem to return to these 
waters. It is to be noted that so long 
8 negotiations were apparently being 
bandied backwards and forwards between 
Peking and Canton, the inhabitants 
of the Lisng Kuang provinces, and 
‘their officials also for that matter, did 
not seem to concern themselves much 
about what went on in the West River, 
but no sooner did the arrangement with 
the Waiwupu become known than « 
series of agitations, which may have 
been more or less in earnest, were set 
going in these provinces, and we have 
had an unwelcome display of hostility 
to the foreigner and all his work, 
insubordination to the Central Go 
ment, which bas been maintained in 
spite of proclamations and edicts de- 
nouncing and condemning it. 
OPIUM MoNOPOLtES. 


The representations made by the 
Society against the establishment of 
opium monopolies on asceount of the 
Chinese Government have thus far been 
20 successfnl that nothing more has been 
heard about them. The Government 
appears to be quite desirous of carrying 
out the suppression of opium-smoking, 
with varying results, according to the 
assistance it has from the local author- 
ities. The end in view may be best 
attained through the recent agreement 
‘between the British and Chinese Govern- 
‘ments, which provides for a parallel 
reduction in the growth of the poppy in 
Chins, and the importation of the drug 
from Chins serious interests 
being at stake it is imperative that the 
fulfilment of the former, the more diffi-. 
cult of these obligations, should be care- 
fully watched, information as to. which 
should always be obtainable from oficial 
and missionary sources, and the im- 
portation regulated accordingly. The 
gradual extinction of the opium trade, 
‘even at the cost of it to India, will be 
in satisfaction of a large body of public 
opinion, it will remove a cause of many 
misrepresentations, but there will remain 
the question how far the suppression of 
one so-called evil will make room for 
others. 






INSPECTOR-OENERAL OF CUSTOMS. 
The important question of the suc- 
cessor to the present Inspector-General 
of Cnstoms has been dealt with by the 
Shanghai and London Committees, who 
have had oar support. In its present 
position it does not appear desir- 

jle that it should be further discussed. 

T need pot ere referred to it but that 
atu fefputation of unworthy motive on 








the part of the Shanghai Committee 
having been recently made in one of 
our newspapers, and repeated in a more 
objectionable manner yesterday, I am 
sure it is not necessary for me to state 
that tl at Committee, in fulfilment of 
what they felt to be a most unpleasant 
daty, would certainly subordinate con- 
siderations cf person to that of qualifica- 
tion in this important appointment. 





TIENTSIN Post-orFICE. 

The correspondence we publish about 
the Tientsin Post Office illustrates the 
loss that is being inflicted on this 
Colony by the recent decision of 
the Postal Convention in Rome, 
it falls heavily on us at a 
time of present and prospective 
Gnancial impairment, and it may 
lead to a revision of the facilities now 
afforded by our Post Office throngh its 
branches at the other Treaty Ports than 
Tien ‘The Imperial Government, 
in making this concession to the im- 
portunity of an enthusiast, has taken 
little account of the loss it would inflict 
on, at any rate, one of the Crown 
Colonies, and we might reasonably ex- 
pect that our annual loss, whatever it 
inay be, should be allowed as a set-off 
against the military contribution which 
is such an onerous burden on oar 
finances. 





CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT FOR 
omuwa. 

I have remarked that the past year 
was an uneventfal one for us, but we 
fare so intimately bound up with China 
that we must naturally follow, with 
great and sympathetic interest, the 
strivings of its Government and people 
to find their place in the midst of the 
steadily-increasing pressure from the 
world ontside'them, and this we may do 
without indulging in such comparisons 
between Chinese and foreign doings and 
methods as were made at a recent 
social meeting of the Association. 
What may really be taking place 
within the walls of the Forbidden 
ty can be known but to few, but 
enough transpires to indicate | that 
the impelling forces of progress 
and reaction are doing their work 
there as much as everywhere else. 
Much has been heard, during the year, 
about Constitutional Goveroment’ and 
representative institutions, constracted 
more or less on alien, that is Western 
systems; when one would, perhaps, 
rather have learnt that the powers that 
be in China wore deriving inspiration 
from their own past for the lines on 
which to reorganize the Government of 
the country, for there was undoubtedly 
period during which China reached a 
high scale of civilization and prosperity, 
and that was under what appears to 
have been an essentially democratic 
form of government. 














ANTI-FOREIONISM. 

One phase of the new movement can 
hardly commend itself to us, and that 
is the spirit of hostility to things 
foreign which is being displayed in so 
many quarters. It may be ascribed to 
several causes, amongst them the 
remembrance of many incidents of the 
dealings of foreign Powers in’ Ching, 
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viewed in the light of the growimg feel- 
ing of nationality—to the results of the 
system of education abroad of the bulk of 
Chinese students, which appears general 
ly to have tended less to ienpert practi 
Knowledge such ss would now be of 
great value to the country in the 
development of its industries and public 
works, than to promote scholastic study 
and speculation, » course which places 
the student out of touch with his 
surroundings, snd leads to such results 
‘as still we see in India as well as China, 
an ill-considered striving after foreign 
ways, and an impatience in submitting 
to them. . 

PROVINCIAL HOSTILITY. 

There must also be taken into ac- 
count the strong provincial spirit which 
is showing itself so hostile in many 
places to the Central Government, 
notably in connexion with the West 
River affairs, to which I have already 
alluded, also with the Chékiang Rail- 
way Concession, which led to the recent 
abortive attempt to boyoott the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank in Shanghai, 
‘and with mining and railway concessions 
elsewhere. The worth of all this, for 
good or evil, we cannot easily estimate, 
bat one of its aims would appear to be 
to oe difficulties between the Im- 
perial Government and foreign Powers, 
also between the Imperial snd Proviveial 
Authorities. The movement is meeting 
with strong condemnation in Imperial 
edicts, and it would be a good thing ifthe 
Government should succeed in limiting 
those manifestations to reasonable 
criticism and opposition, Were the 
Chinese more fully advised they would 
appreciate how largely British capital 
and enterprise have been instrumental 
in promoting the internal development 
of other States the world — they 
‘would welcome instesd of opposing 
thitir employment ; it would be to their 
own ultimate advantage, and that this 
trath may become more and more 
evident to them is one of the best 
hopes we can entertain for the country. 
(Applanse.) 

&MR. MORRAY STEWART'S ADDRESS, 

‘Mr. Murray Stewart, in seconding 
the Chairman's speech, said :—I ima- 
gine that ordinary members who have 
read the annual report will have 
noticed, with approval, the restraint 
which has characterized the utterances 
of the Committee during the past year. 
In many ways it has been a memorable 





















rapid expansion of new political forces 
in that under-world upon whose thin 
crust the West maictains a precarious 
foothold—unrest in Egypt, sedition in 
India—everywhere “ the hum of mighty 
workings ""—these things have marked 
the period and made it eminently a time 
for re-adjusting rather than for proclaim- 
ing views. That you, at any rate, believ- 
ed this is clear from the absence in the 
Prbished dence of communive- 
tion dealing with the general aspect of 
affaire. Evidently it Spposred to you 
‘that for as long as perplexity held the 
ara oe on China dis- 
joreetly dumb there existed no pressing 
‘need for expressions of cpition on the 
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partof the representatives of the British 
mercantile community. But silence 
bas lately been broken in a manner 
‘somewhat startling to those who are 
sceustomed to follow closely Far East-' 
era affairs, Two of the recognized 
leaders of opinion, one in England and 
‘one in America, have made each a big 
effort to change the current of thought. 
I need hardly say that I allude to 
Arthur Smith’s new book and to Dr. 
Morrison's recent . To some 
may seew that the time for allnding 
to the Istter has gone by. 1 cannot 
share that view. | It was no light after- 
dinner pleasantry. It was a deliberate 
blow struck at the old order of ideas, 
out of which, in Dr. Morrison's opinion, 
the situation bas grown. [happened to 
be present when it was delivered and 
participated in the sensation which it 
created at the moment. It was in- 
stantly recognized as challenge to 
those who are inclined to receive with 
caution the news that the Great Wall 
of China’s prejudices has fallen down 
fist. A circumspect attitude is naturally 
not uncommon st home among old 
China hands who have pethaps heard 
news of the sort before, but it struck 
Dr. Morrison as scepticism and he did 
the best with all the forces of his wit 
and weight to obliterate it. In order 
to state = case it may be necessary to 
over-state it, but making due allow. 
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Morrison spoke approvingly of the 
political knowledge and insight of th 
editors of these wewspapers ; it is 
to be hoped that their honesty of 
purpose will have led them to 
resist the temptation to use some of the 
weapons which he put into their hands. 
In particnlar I thought it unfortunate 
that he should have seemed to encourage 
the cry of “China for the Chinese.”” 
Used in a general way the aspiration 
commands sympathy, but there is no 
injustice in withholding sympathy 
when the cry is interpreted, in his own 
words, to mean—*(‘hina to build her 
own railways, to develop her own mines, 
to take an interest in the management 
of her own Customs.” China bas neither 
the men nor the means to build her 
own railways, to develop her own mines, 
to administer her own Customs. To 
encourage her to try is to ensure 
to arrest development, to impair her 
credit, her greatest political needs. 
The quicker railways are built the more 
rapidly will her power be consolidated. 
The development of her mineral wealth 
would provide her with the means of 
providing for administrative and oth. 
reforms. These are self-evident truths, 
even to the Chinese. What is hidden from 
them is that any necessity exists for 
ition in these matters. They can-

2 pity that in endeavouring to secure 
more generous treatment for China he 
shonld have opened himself to the 
accusation of displaying scepticism of 
‘an even more deplorable kind than that 
of which he complained—want of faith 
in the ideals which inspire Western 
thought and Western activities in these 
regions. For this reason I listened to 
his speech with something like dismay, 
and for this reason I wish you had 
dealt with some of those points which, 
as Mr. Gundry said at the time, are 
iable to misconception. For instance, 
it might have been well to point out that 
the failures and the shortcomings among 
ourselves to which Dr. Morrison drew 
sttention are deplored and condemned 
by home public opinion equally with 
similar failure elsewhere. The point to 
make is that there is no sign of such 
condemnation inChins. The standards 
are low, ideality is Inching, ignorance 
prevails. The propaganda of the West 
seeks to remedy these evils, fully aware 
that perfection does not reign in Europe, 
bat not therefore in hypocrisy, as might 
be supposed by any unintelligent Chi- 
nese reading parts of Dr. Morrison's 
speech and not realizing how much of 
it was spoken in jest. T wish you had 
tried to make that clear. Dr. Morri- 
ton cannot complain if even his occa- 
sional speeches should be taken ths 
seriously. When he speaks the world 
listens. The great position that he 
has won for himself carries with it that 
pethaps rather heavy penalty. What 
he said was well enough suited to the

‘a year ago I went up the line, which 
had been started from Canton with the 
ides of some day reaching Hankow. As 
far as I can learo here abont four miles 
have been laid since then. At this rate 
of progress it will take two hundred 
years to reach Hankow. Four years 
ago I went for s country walk from 
Uhangking to Chéngtu. The stems 
of the great joss trees in the villages 
along the route were plastered with big 
red placards, translated by my distin- 
guished travelling companion as an- 
nouncement of the fact that the local 
‘authorities were about to build a rail- 
way from one place to the other and 
inviting subscriptions for the purpose 
from the people. There was a railway 
bureau at Chéngtu manned by several 
officials said to be expensive, and they 
‘were determined not to employ foreign 
capital but to build the railway them- 
faves, Not a foot of that railway 
has been laid in four years. i 
fact is that China is not in a position 
to undertake railway enterprises of any 
magnitude and to push them forward 
quickly and cannot. at all develop her: 
own mines without foreign assistance. 
It is not necessary in holding this 
opinion, to deny that the Chinese have 
all the ability required for these tasks. 
In these matters we are merely ahead, 
thal is all. We could help, we could 
save time. For that reason I welcomed 
your conelnding remarks, and I hope, 
ho matter how faintly, that they may. 
have some effect. The effect which we 
should all wish them to have is tha’

Owing to the kindness of friends 
who have interested themselves in the 
Refuge, the greatly increased expenses 
of the year 1907 have been met, with- 
out the incnrring of any debt. The

Since the foundation of the Home in 
1901, eighty-six cases have passed 
through the hands of the Committee, 
thirty-five of whom have been received 
during the year ; there are at present 
fifty-five inmates, Nine have died, 
some have been restored to parents, 
others have been sent to other schools, 
two are being trained as teachers at 
essGeld and one as a hospital nurse ; 
one irl who was found to be suffer- 
ing from leprosy was sent to Dr. Main's 
Hospital for Lepes at Hangchow, one 
arried in Decemper to a respect- 
able house boy belonging to the English 
Church Mission, and a few others, who 
have not altogether appreciated their 
privileges, have ran away ; these were 
among the older girls, who bad only 
been a short time in the Home, and 
were not so amenable to discipline, and 
probably more undeserving, hh 
been sent merely as “stray children, 
not having undergone any cruel treat- 
ment as far as the Police could report. 

Perhaps the saddest case received 
during the year wasa little girl of eight 
years of age, who for trivial offences 
ind been treated with cruelty in the 
her poor little body had been 
burat with hot ins and her flesh 
pinched with hot pincers ; her feet were 
in such a dreadful condition that one of 
her toes had to be cut off ; she has been 
in the hospital for three months, and 
there is hope now that she will recover. 

Another poor child, aged fourteen, 
was found by the Police in a dark 
room chained by the ankle, like an 
‘animal ; she had bad cuts on her head 
‘and brnises on her body. 

‘These are only a few of many similar 
and histories. It is an appalling fact 
that the very lives of so many poor little 
unfortunates are in the hands of their! 
ernel owners. The Committee makes 


























cient public benefit to make a grant of 
Tis. 1,000. The Committee is very 
grateful for this fand, which has helped 
it considerably to carry on its work and 
increase the usefaluess of the Home. 

‘The summer was an unfortunate one 
as far as the health of the children was 
concerned ; four deaths occurring in 
Septeraber, and one in the spring. It 
is not surprising that children whose 
health is so undermined by cruelty, 
starvation and hard usage often develop: 
tuperculosis, in spite of what medical 
aid and care can do for them ; most of 
the deaths at the Institution have been 
the result of this complaint. One little 
girl, who had been an inmate of the 
Refage for four years had—in her! 
earlier life—frequently been locked out 
of doors at night by her crael owners, 
and left to sleep in the cold without 
sufficient clothing and no bedding. 

For several reasons the Committee 
feels that before long it will be necessary 
to remove the Home to a larger piece 
of ground, and erect a more suitable 
building ; the present one is not large 
enough to accommodate the ever 
increasing number of inmates, nor does 
it contain » ward where cases of illness 
of an infections character may be 
isolated ; this is felt especially 
necessary in regard to tubercular 
children who require s separate 
dormitory. 














once more an earuest appeal on their 
behalf, feeling sure they will meet with 
‘a hearty response. More annual sub- 
scribers of $5 are needed, as the 
Committee depends largely upon this 
for its regular income. The work of 
the Refuge is carried cn under the 
superintendence of a foreign Indy, under 
whose care the children have rapidly 
improved. ‘They are given a short 
course of study during the mornings, 
‘they learn to do household work, cook- 
ing and sewing, besides growing their 
‘own cabbages. 

The afternoon is devoted principally 
to needlework ; they make all their own 
clothes and are able to take in some plain 
needlework, and in this way earn some 
money towards their support.

THE PEKIN SYNDICATE. 

The agreement by which the Pekin 
Syndicate renounced its concession in 
Sbansi in consideration of monetary 
compensation was signed on January 
21 at Peking by Judge Ting Pao-chuan 
on behalf of the Bureau of Trade of 
Shansi aud the representative of the 
Syndicate. Its terms, which are now 
published, are as follows :— 

1,—The Bureau of Trade of Shansi 
undertakes ta raise a fand for the 
redemption of the mi ‘agreement of 
the Syndicate in Shansi, together with 
the iron works and means of trans- 
portation ; also the suppleinensary 
agreement in regard to the same, and 
as the Pekin Syndicate is satisfied 
that the people of Shansi really desire 
to carry ont the mining work them- 
selves, they hereby agree that all their 
rights in Shansi in regard to cos! and 
iron and means of transportation shall 
be redeemed, the work being under- 
taken by Shansi people themselves. 

2.—The amount of the redemp- 
tion fund is arranged as Huspao Tls. 
2,750,000; the Bureau of Trade being

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THE LATE KID 
CARLOS I.

King Carlos 1 was the thirteenth 
sovereign of the House of Braganza to 
reign over Portugal. He was born on 
September 28, 1863, and was the son 
of King Luiz I and Queen Maria Pia, 
daughtey of King Vittorio Emanuele I 
of Italy ; his mother ix still living. 
re| King Carlos was educated at Oporto 
by Portuguese professors, and when he 
had finished his stulies he travelled 
through Europe. He was an excellent 
linguist, and like his maternal grand- 
father, a keen hunter and a good shot. 
While still Dake of Braganza he 
married, in, May 1886 Marie Amelie, 
daughter of Philippe, Duc d’Urleans 
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and Comte de Paris. He is said to 
have fallen in love with her photograph, 
which he saw in the house of the 
Comtesse de la Ferronaye. His bride 
was accorded a splendid reception in 
Lisbon, but before their Loncymoon 
was finished the young Duke was called 
upon temporarily to relieve his father, 
King Luiz, who was absent from the 
country on account of ill-health. In 
November 1889 King Luiz succambed 
to the complaint from which he had 
suffered so long and King Carlos 
succeeded him. He has always been 
devoted to the Queen Dowager, whose 
advice he has sought in nearly all 
important matters affecting the govern- 
ment of his kingdom. King Carlos 
was crowned, amid the  greates 
enthnsiasm, on December 28, 1890. 
Both he and Queen Amelie were, at the 
time, suffering from a severe attack of 
influenza, but neither of them would 
hear of a postponement of the ceremony 
‘on that account. In the carly years 
of King Carlos’ reign there was con- 
siderable friction between Britain and 
Portugal, owing to acts of aggression 
by Portuguese troops in Africa, [t 
was largely due to the firmness and 
moderation displayed by the King 
that an amicable settlement was 
arrived at. His reign has been heset 
with political and financial difficultic 
and in 1892, during « financial c1 
His Majesty and the Royal family re- 
nounced twenty per cent of the financial 
endowments paid them by the nation, 
sacrifice of about £23,000 per 
annum. King Carlos on many oc- 
casions showed himself a wise and 
firm ruler, and his selection of Senhor 
Franco as Prime Minister, though by 
no means a persona grata with the 
Court, showed that he was prepared to 
sacrifice his ineli for what he 
considered to be the welfare of the 
nation. King Carlos was a great 

mn of science and literature. In 
1904 he took a prominent part in 
the celebrations in honour of Prince 
Henry the navigator. He took 
fan especial interest in deep sea! 
soundings and marine exploration, and 
published an account of some of his 
own investigations. He has visit 
Britain on several occasions, and twice 
—in 1902 and 1904—was the guest 
of King Edward at Windsor. 

King Carlos had two sons: Luiz 
Philippe, Duke of Braganza, who was 
born on March 21, 1887, and Manuel, 
born November 15, 1889. The Dake 
of Braganza was made a Knight of the 





























Garter by King Edward in 1902.) 


Last year His Royal Highness paid a 
visit to the Portuguese possessions in 
Africa, where he received a hearty 
welcome, thongh the Republican Press 
stated that a portion of the money 
expended on decorations in his honour 
was sent out from Lisbon. From ac- 
counts of this visit it would appear that 
the young Prince found shooting exped- 
itions far more to his taste than the’ 
elaborate receptions that were held io 
his honour. Like his royal father he 
was an excellent shot. After a brief 
stay at Lourengo Marques the Prince 
paid a visit to the Transvaal, where he 
met with » generous reception.

THE 
DOOR OF HOPE. 


This institution which undertakes 
rescue work among Chinese girls and 
children has jnst.issned its Seventh An- 
nual Repo-t. The nature of the work 
carried on by the Door of Hope is al- 
ready generally known to the p 
but its growth and increasing needs and 
opportunities may be a surprise to some 
readers of the last report. 

‘There are now seven foreign ladies 
engaged in the work in Shanghai ard 
one in charge of a branch Home, re- 
cently opened in Soochow. The Shang- 

sai work includes, besides the receiving 
Home in Foochow Road, four separate 
Homes—two First Year Homes, an In- 
dustrial Home, where the inmates sup- 
port themselves after leaving the First 
Year Homes, and a Ohildren’s Home. 
‘The total number cared for during i907 























is complete. 
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was 242. The Receiving Home cared 
for 291 women and children during the 
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year; the cases received there, after 
being settled privately or at the Mixed 
Court, are sent to the other Homes, to 
the Slave Refuge, the Native Refuge, 
or returned to their own relatives. 


The current expenses in 1907, in- 
cluding that of the Receiving Home, 
which is supported by a committee of 
Chinese gentlemen, of which H.E. 
Shen Tun-bo is the chairman, amount- 
ed to $14,033.16. A Children’s Home 
in the country (at Chiangwan) was 
pnrchased for Tls. 7,000. 


With the exception of the grant of 
Tis. 2,000, made by the Municipal 
Council, $1,360.11 in fines received 
from the Mixed Court, and $2,537.24 
income from industrial work and board 
paid for inmates, both enrrent expenses: 
and cost of property have been met 
through private voluntary contributions. 
‘The Treasurer's Report shows a balance 
in hand on January 1, 1908 of $204. 
This, on the one hand, shows the remark- 
able way in which the needs have been 
met in the past andon the other, shows 
the need for continued remembrance by 
the friends of this work in the fature. 


Out of 150 girls who have left after 
being in the Door of Hope « year or 
more, only four have returned to the 
life from which they had been rescued. 
‘Many of them have been married into 
good homes, a large number of the 
yeunger ones have been sent to other 
schools for a’more thorough education, 
some are now useful helpers in the 
Door of Hope and other Christian 
institations, and others have been re- 
turned to their own families, where they 
are now living respectable lives, 

‘The Homes in Shanghai have been 
recently moved to XH. 130, North 
Chekiang Road West (near the Railway 
Station), and an invitation to visit them 
it yn to anyone interested in the. 
work, The Industrial Home (at the 
ame address) will be glad to receive 
orders for work. Plain sewing of all 
cinds is done, including underclothing 
and children’s garments, Chinese dolls 
are also for sale. The Honorary Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Committeo 
ot the Door of Hope is Mme. A. G. 
Parrott, 31 North Szechuen Road, 
from whom the Annual Report may 
be obtained on application.

TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT. 

Conflicting and incorrect versions of 
the terms on which the British Govern- 
ment has withdrawn the gunboats 
patrolling the West River are appear- 
ing in the Chinese Press. We learn 
from an official source that the 
agreement arrived at between the 
Chinese Government and _ the 
British Minister in Peking stipulated 
that fall compensation, amounting to 
$86,477, would be paid for the piratical 
attack in July 1906 upon the steamer: 
Sainam ; and that satisfactory guar- 
antees would be given by the Viceroy 
of Canton that the waterways of his 
provinces, the Two Kuang, would in 
future be policed in an effective 
manner, 

Both these terms were complied with 
before the gunboats were withdrawn 
from the West River.

CHANGES IN THE MANAGEMENT. 

‘The resolutions adopted last year at 
the first meeting of the members of the 
Tokio Association met with unanimous 
approval as soon as they became known 
here; most of the officials agreed tothem. 
Manager Ch’en declared that, as the 
‘management was to be handed over by 
the officials to the merchants, all that 
was left to him, was to resign at once. 
‘At the same time he requested the 
Viceroy to issue new regulations and 
to create a new railway office, the 
“Luchengeh'n.” ‘The Szechuan gentry 
Knew that the proposals of Manager 
Ch'en were useless, but did not yet 
dare to express their opinion; they 
even thought it advisable, in the 10th 
moon of last year, to ask that Ch’en 
should reninin in charge and that the 
contemplated changes should be post- 
poned. 

But by the end of the 12th month 
HaYa-nan, t one of the gentry returned 
to Szechuan, told the Viceroy what 
he had seen and heard during his 
journey abroad, axfd expressed much 
surprise at seeing the railway work #0 
behindhand. Tong Ta-ping, another 
important member of the gentry, took 
it upon himself to call all the gentry of 
the province together to a big meeting 
which was to take place during the 
3rd moon, The changes in the manage- 
ment were then to be specially dis- 
cussed. 


Meanwhile Viceroy Hei Liang was 
appointed to the governorship of the 
Ynokuei provinces. There was no time 
to be lost : the gentry urged Hu 
nan to talk over the matter fully with 
the Viceroy, which he did, and in that 
interview the Viceroy approved of the 
important principle of a change in the 
management. On the 25th day of the 
3rd moon, at 9 a.m., about fifty mem- 
bers of the gentry, in a special meeting, 
examined and sanctioned the new 
regulations prepared by two of their 
members, Chao Ming-ch’a and Hung 
Pao-jen, and based on those of the 
Chékiang Railway Company ; 
‘then and there decided that delegates 
should at once refer these regulations 
to the Viceroy for approval ; he agreed 
to them as they stood. 

SCRUTINY OF AccoUNTS. 

‘The first thing was to examine the 
accounts. Ch’en had, from the first, 
asked ns to go and consult with him at 
the Railway Office. “Since I have re- 
signed”, he said, “you must come and 
audit accounts without say delay 
‘and give me discharge.” We all re- 
plied: “The new regulations are not 
yet definitely drawn, up ; let us, there- 
fore, be in no hurry to cancel the old 
ones, Let Ch’en and Ha Yii-nan 
remain in charge for the time being 
with Wa Cha-yeou and Lia Sin-fa, 
two members of the gentry, ae assis- 
‘tants.

Let us leave things as they 
All of » sudden we heard that 
Ch’en, the manager, was appointed 
Provincial Judge of Yiinnan; any 
farther delay was, therefore, out of the 
question. Another meeting took place 
at the Reilway Office ; the first and 
‘most important question to be settled 
was that of the loan made by the Com- 
pany for bailding the mint in Chung- 
kking ; that loan had to be rofunded at 
once. 

Chien suggested that the repayment 
of the loan should be made out of the 
revenues of the copper mines, the tax 
‘on the opium dens and the opium liki 
adding that the buildings and all the 
machinery of the mint could be taken 
as security. ‘The gentry declared these 
proposals to be unacceptable ; offering 
repayment to the Company out of the 
revenues of the opium dens and of the: 
opium likin, was equivalent to offering 
to reimburse the Company with its 
‘own funds ; it had always been under- 
stood that’ these funds were to be 
applied to the building of the railway. 
“These revenues," the manager re- 
ied, ‘do not belong to the Company 
since the latter issues no shares against 
them. On the other hand, our only 
object in building the Chungking mint 
‘was to increase the resources of the 
Company since the latter was to 
receive all profits resulting from 
this undertaking. Lastly the Mint 
is an official enterprise and the 
funds for the repayment of the 
loan mast come from an official 
source. I see no other way out of t 
difficulty than to accept my proposals. 
‘As we could not do otherwise, we 
agreed to it, Six members of the 
gentry were then chosen to proceed to 
examine the accounts daily from 1 to 


4 p.m. 

‘On the 13th day of the 2nd moon 
the Viceroy ordered us definitely to 
close this special enquiry.“ This 
loan, he said, must be repaid frst from 
the ‘profits ‘of the copper mines : 
secondly from the opium likin and 
taxes ; if these funds prove insufficient, 
the mint itself and the machinery 
therein shall be given as securit 

‘We have also most carefully examined 
the accounts of all expenses up to date 
with all their youchers. We have as- 
certained that there has been no em- 
bezzlement and that the charge brought 
forward against the directors of the 
Company with regard to Tis. 3,000 
pent on feasting and merry-making, 
‘was simply calumny. 

‘We have also ascertained that the 





























money in the Company's safe is 
all in order; we have examined 
the receipts ' of sums deposited 


with several banks and, to make sure, 
have called upon the managers of these 
banks to verify them. We have audit- 
ed likewise the accounts of the Chung- 
king, Hankow branches, etc., and have 
come to the conclusion that’ there are 
at present over six millions taels of 
ready money in hand. 

Our work was finished and we were 
preparing to issue s circular with fall 
explanations, when an order from the 
Board of Commerce reached us by wire

directing us to audit the accounts over| 


again. 

‘Next we had to see about reducing 
‘expenses. With this end in view we 
first of all made an important reduc- 
tion in the number of soldiers in the 
setvice of the Company ; there were 
formerly nearly 200 of them, whose 
maintenance cost as much as 700 taels 
‘a month ; within two months we dis- 
banded most of them and have only 
kept twenty to guard the safes, carry 
letters and escort the managers. 

‘As the money lying in the Com- 
pany’s safe bore no interest, it was 
arranged that all sums exceeding 10,000 
should be banked; but some 
difficulty arose about this. The 
Chengtu banks alleging the bad state 
of affairs in general declared they could 
no longer pay any interest ; 
nearly 1,300,000 taels remained unpro- 
ductive, After having called together 
the different bank managers and 
ascertained that nothing could make 
them change their decision, Hu Yii-lan 
and Lia Sin-fa agreed to call in all 
sums then on deposit with banks. We 
knew, on the other hand, that to keep 
such large sums unemployed in the Com- 
pany’s safe would greatly prejudice’ 
trade ; the period of the 4th and 5th 
‘moons is the season of important busi- 
ness transactions, for which ready 
‘mot needed. Yet in view of tl 
position taken up by the bankers, we 
could hardly adopt any other course. 
On the 25th day of the 3rd moon 
Taotai Fei Chu-sin arrived in Chengtu 
and we asked him to take charge of 
this money. Within one month all the 
deposits had been called in ; bat shortly 
afterwards the banks capitulated and 
asked for the return of the deposits, 
allowing interest at 4.8 per cent. 
Thi estment is, however, only 
temporary and the money is to be 

















refunded to the Company before the : 


second moon of next year. 

All thi has strengthened us in the 
opinion, which all of us held already, 
that it is most necessary to open, as 
‘soon as possible, a railway bank. 

We really do not see what further 
reduction of expenses remains to be 
made, Yon have said that the railway 
funds have been spent in feasting ; that 
charge is quite disproved. Ch'en, the 
manager himself, when he had to tal 
meals in the office, used to pay for his 
food. Our monthly expenses do not 
now exceed 700 taels, and there are not 
more than fifty employees; this is 
searcely enough, and it would be impos- 
sible to reduce this number without 
creating most serious inconvenience. 
Yet you have declared that we 
numerous and are doing no. wor! 
see how baseless are your eharges ! 

One of the most important points 
‘was the nomination of the directors. Ac- 
cording to our regulations the directors 
‘aust be chosen by a general meeting 
of the shareholders; this we propose 
to convene before long. Meanwhile 
we have appointed, at our informal 
mneeting of the 2nd moon, ten provisional 
lirectors. Several of them refused to 
come to Chengtu ; others, who came, 
refused to remain there ; in spite of 
their patriotic feelings, the prospect of 
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having to work without pay and wi 
ont even refund of their  travelli 
expenses, did not appeal to them 
all. Lastly, no two of those who 
wain, are of the same opinion ; it 
impossible for us to know whose advice 
we should follow and, under such 
cirenmstances, we cannot come to any 
decision. Even those who are paid 
now want to leave us. 


Nevertheless it is nece rary tote 
work at once, for the Ci) 
existed for three years and noth 
has as yet been done. - The offic 
have been made responsib 
iaction ; now that the manage- 
ment is in the bands of the geatry, 
they are blamed for it. The people 
have lost all confidence and not only 
are no more voluntary subscribers to be 
found, but it has become extremely 
difficalt to raise the special: le

work. 

Engineer Hu Tong-chao, who arrived 
in Chengtu in the course of the 4th 
‘moon, gave us, on the 22nd day of the 
5th moon, a complete survey of the 
line hundred copies of thi 
together with some extremel 
ing remarks thereon, were printed and 
sent round to all important shareholders. 
Then a meeting was called togethier tc 
decide on what section end the work 
should be begun. Out of the forty 
members of this assembly, about twenty 
were for starting work on the Chengtu- 
Changking section ; the other half were 
in favour of the Ichang-Wanhsien sec- 
tion, It was then resolved that the 
question should be referred for examina 
tion and decision by the Peking, Chung- 
king and Tokio assemblies. Tokio and 
Changking have already sent in their re- 
ply and desire that the Ichang-W: ien 
hould be built first. We are still 
‘awaiting the reply from Peking, but, 
whatever it may be, our mind is made 
up and we will comply with the wishes 
of the Chungking and Tokio assemblies. 


ill, therefore, have to proceed 
ith the work of land expropri 
tion, with the purchase of all necessary 
plant and materiqls (sleepers, rails, 
machines, ete.). Regalations have 
ready been drawn up with regard to the 
purchase of land and have been forward- 
ed to the Board of Commerce for 
approval. At present, however, we 
have no one available to take over the 
management of the whole affair, and 
though we are convinced that it ix 
necessary to begin work at once, we are 
qnite ats loss to carry ont our inten- 
tion; we will have to reconsider the 
whole matter. 

We have ascertained that, to com- 
plete the building of the railway alone, 
capital of seventy millions taels ir 
required ; besides thirty millions for 
the building of stations, purchase 
of engines and cars; this makes 
& total of 100 millions tacls 
(including interest payable to share- 
holders during the twelve years, which 
will most likely be needed for con- 
struction). The collection of this huge 
capital is the most serious problem 
with which we have to cope, for no one 
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Knows how long the special local levy 
will be forthcoming. 

There are only a few of us left in 
the Railway Office ; the director of 
‘the Railway school bas gone home and 
will not return to Chengtu; Kao 
Ghow-yiin, one of the chairmen of the 
Board of Directors, has gone back to 
Linchiu ; the secretary of the Com- 
pany has been appointed Director of 
Public Instruction at Batang and will 
leave us shortly ; Wa Chu-ya has left 
for Japan ; Kiso Kin-tang has sent in 
his resignation; Yu, the Hanlin, in 
whom we placo great confidence, has not | 
‘yet returned. All the honorary direc- 
tors have left us and refuse to come back. 
In fact, only Hu Yii-lan, Fei Chu-sin 
and Liu Sin-fu remain in the Company, 
and Fei Chu-sin himself has been ob- 
liged to take two months’ sickleave ; he 
is now nursing himself in a pagoda. 

Even these three members of the 
gentry will not remain in office if their 
proceedings continue to be thus severely 
Criticized in Japan.

REMINISCENCES OF 
SEVENTY YEARS.

Probably never in her best stretches 
of history has China as one nation and 
under one ruler been 0 near to 

manent disintegration as when we 
arrived in 1861, A comet was blazing 
in the sky. I think it was Doneti’s. 
Law this comet fincly ax we rounded 
‘the Cape on onr way © sailing 
ship. It was blowing heavily ; but the 
clouds were breaking when the first 
tate called me on deck at 4 a.m. and 
there through a broad rift in the! 
clouds sailed into view this great comet. 
‘The Chinese connected the portent with 
the frightfal terrors of their own twen- 
ty years’ rebellion, devastating as it 
did thirteen out of the eighteen provinces, 
and destroying twenty million lives. 
‘The rebellion had almost secured com- 
plete success at that time, holding Nan- 
king for ten years ; advancing to within 
2 100 miles of Peking—then checked, 
and sullenly retiring, with «last up flar- 
jing of military prowess and daring, the 
T'aipings dashed on Ningpo, reached 
‘the sea, hoping to secure foreign trade 
and friendship, and arms, and then they 
lost their heads, and their manners, and 
their power, and by 1863-4 all was 














over. 

But that rebellion left the Imperial 
power so shattered, and China so con- 
‘valsed, that it seemed almost » matter 
of pablic and world-sanctioned necessity 
and charity, to divide China into its 
three great’ parts—North, Middle and 
Sonth—to be ruled and pacified and 
civilised by Russia, England, and 
‘France, the three Powers which alone 
then had real interest snd influence in 
China. And this tripartite division 





very nearly indeed took effect. Yet 
notice one more memory of the past 
which makes the history of China so 
unique and pathetic. Things are very 
different now. China is trying hard to 
follow Japan's lead, to be really and 
not in name alone independent of 
foreign countries, and to win this posi- 
tion, she desires to educate herself into 
line with Western Powers, and univer- 
sities and schools, and railways and elec- 
tric appliances of all kinds are sanc- 
tioned and promoted. But this is worth 
noticing. ‘There is little really new 
in this world of ours. The present 
programme of the sober reform party 
was precisely the programme of 
the T’aipings fifty years ago. The 
country opened for trade, friendship 
and matual commercial intercourse 
with Western lands, courtesy instead of 
opprobrious abuse, schools also every- 
where, with Western methods, the 
ible’ taught in schools, insurance 
companies, railways, telegraphs, steam 
traffic on ‘the inland waters; and the 
opium trade and the use of the drug 
both doomed in the T’aiping’s pro- 
gramme, as they are doomed to death 
now we trust by England and China 
acting in concert. The changes are 
now however real and, we trust, lasting, 
though the collapse ‘of the ‘T'aipings 
sod the long burying of thoir pro- 
gramme make me doubt sometimes 
China's stability. 

I cannot venture to recall and 
narrate all my very chequered mera- 
ories of the past forty-seven years. 
T have related many of them else- 
where, and in different forms. I 
select one only, which is of interest us 
illustrating one Chinese characteristic, 
the fi tion which rumour and 
rales e: over the people, and the 
epidemics of panic and violence which 
from time to time follow these ramours. 































city to summon me to such a meeting 
and request me to have s fast express 
boat ready day and night with extra 
boatmen to take news to Hangchow 
‘should the panic increase, and threaten- 
ed violence necessitate the withdrawal 
of inland missionaries, 

I was warned one day when in my 
‘study that a violent placard was posted 
the street near my house and was ex- 
citing = crowd who stood reading it. 
I went out with » Chinese friend to 
see what was happening. The placard 
stated with some minuteness the cap- 
ture of a man by these kidnappers, his 
escape half dead, and further that he 
was lying ill in a house not far off. We 
took down the placard, telling the 
crowd that it would be shown to their 
magistrates and to the Consul 
and I assured them of proper punish- 
ment for the kidnappers if it was trae, 
‘and for the falsehood mongerers if the 
placard was false, “Come with us, 
we said, “Let ux go and eall on 
this poor snfferer.” The crowd fol- 
lowed me eagerly. We found the honse. 
“Is so and so here, escaped from 
his captives?" He was bere,” was 
the reply, “but he hus moved to a house 
near the South Gate.” “ We will go 
thither also,” I said to the crowd, and 
off we moved again. We knocked at 
the door. “Is so and so here, escaped 
from his captives 2" “ He was here,” 
was the reply but he has moved 
"1 turned to th 
go on? do you h 
‘They burst out laughing, 
dispersed with half shame, half merri- 
nivnt, But the danger was real, and 
the outrages real a!so in other cases. 

Ten years later than this came as 
aslowly moviog wave of mingled 






































It will be interesting to notice 
how far broader education and the light 
of some scientific knowledge will shame 
away and dissipate this foolish acceptance 
of lying taler. I havo witnessed my- 
self the genesis, and growth, and career 
of three or four of these rumours—the 
aporation of the mischievous influence, 
and the cessation of the trucalent talk 
coming as abruptly and rapidly on as 
the origination and outburst. We were 
in very real danger more thaa once 








that Chinese pigtails, their long grace- 
fal queues, were cut off and disappeared. 
by unseen hands, with no jerk, or 
sound, oF shock, and that those thus 

isfigured would die in three days or 
farthest three hundred days—a 
tantalizing terror indeed. ‘Tho paper 
men’s story was that the figures of 
men and avimals cut out in paper were 
thrown into the air by some magicians 
orby somedemoniacal art, and descended 














from the terror and anger’of the people 
as to that which had some ground in 
real outrage, namely the kidnapping 
affairs, “bag gagging,” rumour. Swift 
sailing lorchas were said to be coming 
outside Chindei at the mouth of the 
Ningpo river, engaged in the coolie 
traffic. These vessels sent boats up the 
river with strong crews, and in the 
dnsk they watched for men passing 
along the bank into the country ; they 
jumped ashore, clapped a rice sack over 
the man's hesd, pinioned him, and 
took him and other proxies ont to sea 
for transport as slave-coolies to “ foreign 
ports.” Ningpo was violently agitated 
by this rumour about the year 1866. 
Tt was one of the aftermaths of 
the ‘T’siping disorders. Emergency 
committees met with closed doors at 
the Consalate. The naval officers and 





heavy as_lend to crush to death the 
victims of this malice. ‘The beating 
of incessant gongs and the holding 
up of umbrellas day and night, might 
drive away or check the evil ; and in 
Hangchow, where I was thea living, 
every gong and every umbrella were 
bought up in no time. I witnessed the 
arrival, and the sway, and mischief of 
these rumours. In the busy town of 
Dongsi, near Hangchow, two men, one 
‘a Buddhist priest, one I fear » Roman 
Catholic Christian, were burnt alive by 
the maddened people, on suspicion 
merely of being concerned in this mis- 
chief. I heard of the arrival of 
the story and the outbursts of 
panic and as they affirmed the fall 
of one of these “ paper weights ” in the 
northern suburb one Saturday after- 
noon, after tracing its approach from 











the Consul called at my house in the 
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the far north for some time past. The 
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next day, Sunday, as I was pacing 
up and down in my verandah, very 
tired after a full day's duty, I 
was startled by an unearthly shout 
‘and scream and tramphng on boards in 
jouse situated ina lane close by. I 
guessed at once what it was. The 
rumour had come to my very door. I 
was much alarmed, but I thought it 
best to show sympathy and concern, 
and I went out with my servant and a 
lantern into the dense and excited crowd. 
“What is the matter?” I asked. 
“Oh,” they said, “he has come.” 
“Who has come?” “The paper man 
they replied, “he has fallen and nearl; 
crushed a man to death” “ Well, 
continued, “show me the man on whom 
the paper man has fallen, I don’t believe 
in the paper man at all.” They took me 
in to see the victim, a young weaver, 
* hot and panting and agitated. He told 
ie his story. He too finished supper 
and went to bed, drawing the mosq 
curtains round, Suddenly the cartain 
was thrown aside, and » weight as of lead 
fell on his chest, and “bad I not jumped 
up, and shouted and run abont 
as you heard, I should have died.” 
“ This is interesting,” I said, ** but may 
Task a question of course quite irrele- 
vant. What did yon eat for suppor?” 
He was very indignant, and exclaimed 
that it was irrelevant ; but the crowd 
laughed, and after I had exhorted them

But all through that hot summer night 
we heard all round us the ery of terror 
as house after house caught the infection. 

‘The tail-cutting rumour («pecially 
significant and suspicious because the 
‘T’sipings abandoned the queue, and 
this strange magic effect was regarded 
by some as a secret hint of rebellion 
being planned against the reigning 
dynasty), this too, arrived suddenly and 
left abruptly. ‘The men in the streets 
avoided us and by on the other 
side, holding their queues tightly, 
pulled forward over the shonlder. Sud- 
denly one of my Christian preachers 
rising from prayer in his own house, 
missed his queue, which had been severed 
throagh the thick folds without his 
perceiving touch or jerk. I snspected 
‘& mischievous school boy who was in 
the house at the time. But two days 
Inter the boy himsclf was gravely 
alarmed, for, calling at my house on 
business, and going thence to his 
father’s house three hundred yards 
off, the sunshine and ‘light 
ofa summer afternoon, and not: 
meeting soul, his tail also was 
missing when he reached home, and if 
the ramonr was right death stared him 
in the face three days or three hundred 
days in front.

to see, upbraiding the people for listen- 
ing to foolish stories and stating that’ 
whoever might be to blame, the 
Christians were not ; for, added the 
‘Viceroy, “they are amongst the best’ 
and most orderly of my subjects.” 

The rumours and the panic ceased ; 
and most certainly it was trae then 
that the wrath and the. follyeof man. 
were made to praise God.

THE LATE 
LORD KELVIN. 


By the death of Lord Kelvin the 
world has lost the foremost scientist of 
the present generation. Other nations 
can put forward men who have come to 
the front as greater inventors, but 
none of these can claim as well to 
the scientific pre-eminence of the late 
Rector of Glasgow University. He 
died in his eighty-fourth yoar, after 
receiving all the distinctions that his 
fellow scientists throughout the world 
could confer upon him, and leaving a 
record of research, invention, and dis~ 
covery which few if any men have 
ever equalled. 

The son of s famous Professor of 
‘Mathematics at Glasgow, William 
Thomson entered that University at 
the ageof eleven. After visit to Ger- 















‘many to study the language he return- 
ed to England and entered the 
University of Cambridge at Peter- 
house, where he graduated as second 
Wrangler at the age of twenty- 
lone. While an undergraduate he 
edited the “Cambridge and Dublin 
Mathematical Journal,” to which 
he — contributed many valuable. 
articles on points in pure and 
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applied mathematics. As an oarsman, 
he won the Colquhoun Sculls, and 
was a member of the University 
Musical Society. It is recorded 
that one of the Moderators, when 
he went up for mathematical 
honours, remarked to the other : 
“You and I are jast abont fit to 
mend his pens.” A little later William 
Thomeon visited Paris, where he worked 
fore short time in the laboratory of 
Regnault, At the age of twenty- 
two he succeeded “Dr. Meikleham 
bee the breed Natural : Philoso- 
phy at 7, oe which 

beld for fity-tbree years, 
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utilizing his spare time in working out 
those problems and discoveries that hav 
made his name famous. He regarded 
his stadents always as fellow-workers, 
preferring, as he said on the occasion of 
his jubilee as a professor, the French 
expression conférence to the English 
ere ere, ane ——— ina 
adjoining the Natural Philosoph; 
class-room at Glasgow was annexed ad 
a research laboratory, where he and an 
ever-increasing band of enthusiastic 
followers condacted investigations which 
have led to much of the best work of 
the present day. Few of the present 
generation can appreciate the difficulties 
that beset scientific research in those 
days. In electricity and magnetism 
hardly the rudiments 
tative measurement 
the resistance, for example, of a 
piece of wire to the passage of 
an electric current being expressed 
by some such specification as that it 
equal to the resistance of a piece of 
copper wire in the experimenter’s 
possession, The advent of subinarine 
cables rendered it imperative that 
electrical standards that could be 
universally used should be devised. 
Professor Thomson did much useful 
work in this connexion, both with his 
students, and later with the British 
Association Committee on Electrical 
Standards. His hypothesis of the 
ultimate constitution of matter, acco 
ing to Clerk Maxwell, satistied more 
of the conditions than any hitherto 




















imagined. His work in connexion with 
the th of heat entitles him to be 
considered as one of the founders of the 


modern science of thermodynamics. 
‘He was early in his carver interested 
in the question of the age of the earth, 
and though his theories have not been 
aniversally accepted by physicists, he 
cansed geologists to modify their 
conception of practically unlimited time. 
His contribations to electrostatics were 
numeroas, and incladed the invention

He was more fitted to be an instrnctor 
of picked physicists than of undorgrad- 
ustes. He was raised to the 

‘as Baron Kelvin of Largs in 1892 and 
was one of the original members of the 
Order of Merit. He has been Presi- 
dent of the Royal Society, of the Brit- 
ish Association, of the Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers (thrice) and held in- 
numerable foreign distirctions. Yet 
success never spolied him. There 
striking resemblance between him and 
Isasc Newton in more than one respect,

I know 
no more of electric and magnetic 
force, or of the relation be- 
tween ether, electricity and ponderable 
matter, or of chemical affinity, than I 
knew ‘and tried to teach my class- 
students in my first session as-pro- 
fessor.” 

“ Whom the Gods love die young 
is true of him, for he was young even 
at eighty-three, His intellect was not, 
of the kind that blazes forth to die 
away as quickly ; he remained in the 
front rank of the world’s great men for 
over half a century. His life-work will

LOTTERIES, 


As recent events have attracted atten- 

tion to the subject of lotteries, it is of 
interest to recall the fect that the ques- 
tion is not new to Shanghai. In June 
1895 the Municipal Council bronght an 
action against the Gold Bond Invest- 
ment Company for conducting a lottery 
the Settlement and asked for an or- 
der of the United States Consular Court 
to restrain the Company. Mr. T. R. 
Jernigan, then Consul-General of the 
United States, delivered the following 
jodgement :— 
«The allegations necessary to bring 
this action again the defendants with- 
the jurisdiction of the Court are set 
forth in the petition of the plaintiffs 
and are admitted by the defendants. 

The plaintiffs allege that the defend- 
ants are condacting a lottery within the 
foreign Settlement of Shanghai to the 
detriment of good morals and to the 
damage and common muisance of the 
pablic, and ask that the defendants be 
restrained. 


‘The defendants answer that they do 
not wis, nor bas it ever been their 
intention, to engage in or conduct any 
business contrary to the moral senti- 
ment of the foreign population of 
Shanghai, bat as lottery tickets were 
being sold publicly on the foreign Settle- 
ment they were not aware that they 
were violating the Regulations of the 
Settlement when they offered the tickets 
of the Gold Bond Investment Company 
for sale. 

The plaintiffs and defendants agree 
that the case shall be submitted to the 
Court, upon the issue thus raised, for 
decision, the facts leaving no doubt 
that the defendants are conducting 
lottery on the foreign Settlement.” 

After entering into the subject of 
‘the jurisdiction of Consular Courts 
‘and into the question whether a law of 
the United States had in the case 
under investigation been violated, Mr. 
Jernigan pointed out that, as there 
was no lew in the Revised Statutes 
against lotteries, the Court must next 
look to the common law. “The term 
lottery,” he continued, “has a double 
meaning. It includes not only 
‘scheme for the distribution of prizes 
by chance, but the distribution iteelf. 
At common law neither of these is 
indictable, unless it is © nuisance." 

His Honour then examined the 
opinions of text writers and the ad- 
jndieated cases on the interpretation of 
nuisances, and said : 

The authorities cited are deemed 
sufficient to establish the contention of 
the plaintiffs that lotteries, are detri- 
mentel to good morals and a common 
nuisance to the public. 

The legislation of the British Parlia- 
ment on the subject of lotteries has 
been clear and direct against their 
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legality, and so far as Congress could 
legislate it hes legislated on the same 
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Tines with equal distinetiiess ; and the 
decisions of many of the Stato Courts, 
in connexion with the statutory enact- 
ments, so clearly explain what is meant 
by a nuisance as to bring lotteries 
within the common law meaning of the 
term. 

The above reasoning leads the Court 
to another consideration. 

Tn countries where government is 
reduced to a legal aystem the powers of 
local police rest on charters granted by 
the supreme Legislative authority, but 
& community outside of any general 
system of laws may organize a gov 
ment and adopt rules and realations 
which would be valid on the ground of 
the right of self-preservation, an in- 
herent right in people everywhere : and 
in this light the Municipal ordinances 
of Shanghai may be regarded, 

The foreign Sottlenent of Shanghai 
not being subject to the laws of China, 
and the legal systems of the respec 
foreign Powers represented at Shanghai, 
being not only dissimilar inter ee. but 
often insufficient to meet loeal needs,

China) 
the foregoing powers of the Fi 
Monicipal authority of Shanghai were 
thus recognized, ani the Secret 
farther maintained that America 
eitizens residing in Shanghai enjoy, in 
common with other persons composing 
the forcign Settlement, all the rights,

with their rights under the laws of the 

United States. And the enforcement

may be justified. 

It is understood that the pl 
do not claim the prerog. 
by-law or regnlation defining, 
and wrongs, and, consequently, dis- 
claim the power to enforce the one aud 
prevent the other : but, however this 
may be, it does seem that when the 
Municipal Cou 
into Court, as a plaintiff, and a: 
the sappression of a business which, 
the petition, is alleged to be detrime 
tal to good morals and a common 
nuisance to the public, it should be able 
to adduce some evidence, by-law or 
regulation, or even some resolation at 
least indicative of an opinion of its 
own, 

The connsel representing the plain- 

tiffs informs the Court that there is no 
evidence on the records of the Muni- 
cipal Council of any regulations or: 
resolutions against lotteries, aud, there- 































































fore, if this Court was not, in certain 
emergencies, governed by the common 
law, the remedy asked for by the plain- 
tiffs might fail them on account of their 
failure to addace the proof of some 
evidence of its own acts which the Court 
conld recognize, for its anthority will 
not be withheld in the enforcement. of 
whatever may be conducive to public 
nuorals aud good order. 

The defendants are open in their 
answer, ‘They say that it wad not th 
intention to conduct any bu: 
trary to the moral sentimeo 
foreign popalation of Shanghai 











on the foreign Settlement, they were not 
aware that they were violating the 
ms of the Settlement when 
the tickets of the Gold Bond 
vent Company for sale. 

IT it be wrong to condnet @ lottery 
at Shanghai, it is no defence in this 
Court that others ure engaged in the 
unlawfal occupation, but the prohibition 
of the selling of lottery tickets. about 
the streets of Shanghai and at other 
places on the Settlement is a matter 
that commends itself to the carefal con- 
sideration of the Municipal authorities, 
for visitors to Shanghai will not receive 
favourable impressions of the city when 
witnessing the open sale of lottery 
tickets on the streets, not does such 
violation of good morals and decency 
accord with the jadgement and taste of 
the foreign residents. If the mani- 
cipal authorities have uot the power to 
preserve the Settlement from the pres- 
ence of the vendors of lottery tickets, 
then steps should be promptly taken to 
find the power that has, and to have it 
exercised in the mame of morality, 
decency and > business.

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FREIGHT CHANGES. 

At the present time, with the ex- 
ception of the Mitsui and Yamaguchi 
‘companies, merchants shipping by the 
South Mauchurian Railway must pay 
the freight in advance at the point of 
departure of the goods, Since this 
rangement has caused considerable 
onvenience to merchants residing in 
Tairen and exporting beaus and other 
oducts from the interior, by waking 
it necessary to draw drafts or carry the 
cash to meet the advance 
freight charges, complaint has repested- 
ly been made to the Freight Depart- 
ment, which, it now seems likely, will 
grant the desired concession of payment 
of charges at point of arrival. 


JAPANESE DITTIES.

JUDGEME 


Lordship, delivering judgement, 
This is an action brought. by the 
plaintiff to recover Tis. 1,200 as bar- 
gain money on account of a contract, 
which, he alleges, defendant failed to 
fulfil within the limited period 
oftime. In order to prove his case as 
alleged he must prove the contract. 
‘That L think he has failed to do, He 
says that he alone contracted through 
vim, acting a8 interpreter and as 
compradore to defendant. and that he 
ordered from defendant a certain amount 
of tlowr—5,000 bays—to be delivered 
by the end of May. Now to begin with, 
what [ think is the best evidence of what 
took place is the message which was 
sent immediately afterwards, presumably 
at the request of the plaintiff, to the 
people from whom this floar was going 
to be bought, aud the shipment was to 
be as prompt as possible, ‘There is ab- 
solately nothing in this to show that 
any particular date was fixed for the 
ry of these 6,000 bags of flour, 

and I am unable to hold that delivery by 
the end of June on an order made on 
April 14 was not reasonable delivery 
within the terms of the contract. 
Uniler any cireutustances the business 
of defendant as importers and exporters 
and yeneral agents is a class of business 
extremely well known in China, and 
plaintiff knew perfectly well that he w 
not buying these goods from the defe 
dant, but that Mr. Pearson was acting 
as agent for some one else, and Tal 
very much doubt whether in fact plain- 
tiff was, as he alleged, the sole person 
to order these goods. If he was I ean 
see no reason why he should not 
have come to some arrangement 
to take up these goods when they 
ived. What I do thivk happened 
he found the goods 
were not worth taking up, and that 
remedy did not seem to be one which 
ould suit his pocket, and, therefore, he 
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did not adopt it, whether he was legally 
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bound to doso or not. I believe my- 
self that what happened was this—I 
can only infer it toa certain extent from 
the evidence—of course part of it is clear 
on the evidence, part I can only infer 
from my knowledge of what is likely to 
take place between parties such as this 
and a third person, namely (hu. There 
is no doubt that Chu did act for Pear- 
son in many ways, and that there are 
circumstances in the case which point 
to his being an agent and he might 
have been in certain cases, held to be an 
agent, but when I have given my view 
of what I think really did take place 
here, I think it will be clear that he could 
not be held to have been Pearson'sagent 
ia this case so as to bind defendant to 
return the Tis. 1,200. What I think 
really took place then is this: There 
was this contract made to buy flour. 
‘There are two Chinese witnesses for the 
defendant, and I can see no reason to 
reject entirely their testimony, and from 
that, and as I say, from what I thiok is 
likely to have happened, I think that 
Chu had the idea of getting hold of 
the flour, and that he wanted some one 
else to go in, who would be able, if 
necessary, to finance him, and he went 
to his friend the plaintiff, who was also 
a man with whom he had previously 
done business. I do not believe the 
plaintiff's story denying these previous 
transactions. Having got his support 
he went to defendant and I believe that 
if any one was to derive profit from the 
flour it was Chu rather than the plain 
tiff. Chu knew that a certain amount 
of money had to be put up, so he went 
to Wong, who. knew Chu and the 
nature of the business 
into, and was prepared against « proper 
receipt to put up this money. Now, why 
was he s0 anxious about his receipt ? 
Previously, according to Pearson’ 
evidence, he had done business with 
him and they had trusted each other to 
the extent of thousands of tacls. Why 
this sudden anxiety? My own idea is 
that he knew perfectly well that the 
real person for whom he was finding’ 
this money was Chu. Therefore he: 
was not prepared to part with his 
money until he got a receipt from some 
‘one he thought he could come down 
upon, He was really an agent as re- 
gards this Tis. 1,200 to Cha and not 
to defendant, and consequently he did 
not meet this draft when it became due, 
* and defendant sent Chu to settle with 
him. He did not worry about it as: 
he knew the two parties, and thonght 
it would go through in the ordinary 
course. Chu cheated Wong into giving 
him an order to the bank so that he: 
might be in a position to get the bank 
to pay the money over to him. No 
doubt Wong, if that is the story, 
thought that this money would be paid 
to Pearson, but my own opinion of the 
matter is that, so far as there was ai 
arties the privity 
and Cha rather 
nd Pearson. It 
was for Chu that plaintiff was finding 
this money, not Pearson. Pearson 
was acting as the pipe through which 
their orders (Chu’s and Wong's) were 
communicated to the firm in Canada 































who were to supply this flour. In these 


circumnstances I am unable to hold that 
the receipt of this money by Chu 
from plaintiff was a receipt of the 
money by the defendant. It therefore 
comes to this, that neither actually 
not constructively did defendant receive 
the money from the plaintiff. I there- 
fore give judgement in favonr of the 
defendent. I do not wish to impute 
anything against plaintiff in this matter. 
I think it is probably a case in which 
he was cheated by Chu. But he had a 
shrewder suspicion of Chu's financial 
position and interest that Pearson had. 
Also, I do not believe that he told 
the trath in this Court, and therefore 
T have not much sympathy with him, 

His Lordship gave costs to defendant, 
with the exception of those for the 
adjournments, which would be taken to 
balance each other.

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THE WALIS OF 


ROME. 

February 7. 
Srvc Rome has been called the 
Eternal City it follows that all 
men irrespective of nationality may 
elaim to be concerned in her pre- 
servation. Even without the per- 
sonal acquaintance of a city which 
leaves a deeper mark on memory 
than, perhaps, any other, it is im- 
possible not to feel alarm and 
resentment at the vandalism of the 
Roman Municipal Coancil in tam- 
pering with the City’s ancient 
fortifications. For those walls were 
designed and begun by Aurelian 
in the year 271 to defend Rome 
against the northern barbarians ; 
they were the constant care ‘of 
successive Emperors and Popes, to 
be restored again and again wher- 
ever the passing tide of invasion 
had swept them down ; and though 
that portion of the original wall 
which protects the quarters of 
Rome across the Tiber, Janiculam 
and the Vatican with its gardens, 
has wholly disappeared, its place 
being taken by the wall of Urban 
val by far the greater part of 
what was actually built by Aure- 
lian, or restored ty Honorius, has 
hitherto remained untouched, the 
finest specimen in existence of 
third and fifth century fortification. 
Now, as “ The Times’” Rome cor- 
respondent well expresses it, “ the 
wall which so stoutly repelled the 
Goths from without has fallen 
before the Goths within”. In the 
best part of the walls, which lies 
between the Porta Pinciana and 
the Porta Salaria, on the north 
side of the city and a little to the 
west of the Porta Pia at which 
Garibaldi and his troops effected 
their entragge in 1870, the Mani- 
cipal Count has announced its 
intention of cutting seven large 
breaches from the top to the bot- 
tom of the wall; nominally for 
the convenience of those who live 

without the barrier; in reali 

it cannot be doubted, wit 
a more sinister design the execn- 
tion of which would involve the 
destruction of the whole wall. Of 
the seven breaches four have been 





cut so far. The work of the re- 
maining three has been delayed 
temporarily in face of the storm of 
opposition which the previous des- 
traction had aroused. But it is 
yet doubtful what power will be 
able to check the remainder of the 
Council's fell design. 

To appreciate the Council's 
motives, and their unworthiness, 
it is necessary to examine briefly 
the geography of the site in ques- 
tion. Rome, in eral, is dis- 
tinguish m other cities by the 
sharp division which is made 
between town and country. The 
Campagna comes close up to the 
walls with very little suburban 
transition, and a mile or two from 
most of the gates it is possible to 
arrive at a rural solitade so pro- 
found that the traveller would 
scarcely believe that a large city 
could lie so near him. Outside the 
Porta Salaria, however, and stretch- 
ing for some three quarters of a 
mile slong the Via Nomentana, 
there are some huddled suburbs 
where house rent is low because 
the quarter is unfashionable and 
life is cheap because there are no 
octroi. taxes, such as block the 
passage of comestibles through the 
barrier, to be paid. But inside 
the Porta Salaria and the Porta 
Pinciana lies the new Ludovisi 
quarter, built over thé old gardens 
of that’ name, which has gained 
rapidly of late years in popularity 
with the fashionable world. Clear- 
ly the ultimate design of the 
Roman Municipal Council is to 
merge these two quarters into one, 
the world without and the world 
within, in order to enhance the 
value of the external districts. In 
other words the Council is gambling 
in real estate on the probabilities of 
the movements of society; and this, 
it may be remarked, time 
when the cost of living in Rome 
has swollen to more than double 
what it was four or five years ago. 
It is 0 open question how much 
more accom! 











iation the northerly |dalism is to be averted. 


convenience and the real object of 
its work are amply evidenced by 
the fact that two of the new 
breaches are but twenty yards 
apart, that they do not correspond 
with the ends of the streets they 
p-ofess to open up, and finally, that 
if more es were really needed, 
‘a series of arches would have been 
equally as useful as wholesale de- 
molition and would have entailed less 
disfigurement. The “ Messaggero,” 
which alone of the Italian Press 
attempts to defend the Council, 
assserts that the bricks obtained 
from the wall can be used for the 
a of workmen’s dwell- 
ings. On a parity of reasonin, 
the Colosseum nia eles be come 
demned. But the excuse does not 
bear consideration when we re- 
member that Aurelian’s wall is 
almost entirely com; of 
orete with a facing only of bricks. 
Mach of the Municipal Council’s 
activity is to be attributed to its 
youth and the character of its 
composition. It has but nowly 
come to office with a programme of 
pretentious reform ; and the bulk of 
its constituents are radicals and 
socialists, the Catholics who have 
controlled the Municipal Council 
for many years in Rome having 
‘abstained from voting at the last 
election rather than risk a contest 
with the new party. It is only 
fair to the men of advanced 
opinions in other parts of Italy to 
say that the notably progressive 
Milanese have expressed strong 
disapproval of the destruction of 
the Aurelian wall. But party 
feeling runs high in Rome and 
radicals are impelled into an exoess 
of what may be their real conviction 
‘by the proximity of the headship 
jof that body which rightly or 
wrongly they profess to identify 
with all reaction.

THE DEATH OF OUIDA. 

Not many people, probably, would be 
able easily to identify Miss Louise de 
Is Ramée, whose death in Florence, 
which she had made her home for 
many years, is announced ; but to every- 
body the name of Ouida is familiar, and 
deservedly so. Partly by the tremend- 
ous number of her novels, partly by the 
quaint and famous solecisms which the 
rapidity of her work and carelessness of 
observation led her to commit ; but also, 
it is only fair to say, by » certain fresh- 
ness, desoriptive power and vigour which 
she introduced into all her writing, 
Ouida gained for herself a name 
which was never wholly obscured 
even by the merite of far more traly 
t literary stars. The deriva 
tion of her carious pen-name is 
traced by some to her childish pro- 
noncistion of her own name ; by others 
to the French emphatic affirmative 
“Oui da!” But the pseudonym 
became known while its owner was 
quite s girl. She was born io 
1840, daughter of an English 
father and French mother and 
before she was out of her teens she was 
contributing to magazines, while ber 
best-known novel, Under Two Flags, 





was published when she was but twenty-_| 


seven. Of the long list of her books 
it will suffice to pick ont two others for 
particalar mention, Moths, and Chandos.

UNSEASONABLE WEATHER. 

The “memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant” does not recall a winter snch as 
this, when in three successive weeks we 
have had a severe dust storm ; one of 
which, in fact, lasted for twenty-six 
hours. We expect such storms in the 
spring—March and April usually. 
They covered the ground with a fine 
impalpable Gobi Desert dust as fine as 
flour, or banked it up in places a foot 
and more deep. Very little snow has 
fallen, thongh we hear of heavy snowfall: 
in other places,

ture. The ice on the river is thicker 
and heavier than for several years, and 
promises a good quality for the ice- 
houses where it hay not been injured 
by the amount of dust blown on to it.

FIRE AT WATUNG 





Early yesterday morning a fire broke 
out among some stacks of reeds at the 
back of Messrs. Butterfield and Swire’s 
Watung Wharf. The whole yard was,

threatened a portion of Messrs. Butter- 
field and Swire’s property.

for the scene of the fire. By this time 
there was nothing to indicate that 
anything was ainiss until the wharf 
was reached, where the Watung and the! 
Customs float wefe moored, snorting 
vigorously as they pumped. The wall 
at the back of the godowns had to be 
scaled, and then the conflagration came 





into view. A large crowd of natives 
had assembled in the vicinity to view 
‘the proceedings, and the sightseers 
appeared to derive most arousement from 
‘an occasional shower bath to which some 
of them were treated by the streams 
that were playing on the reeds. The 
Chstoms stream was directed by members 
of the Pootung native Fire Brigade, who 
turned out in brass helmets and crimason 
tunics with white facings. A detach- 
ment of the wharf employees operated 
the Watung’s stream, and another 
firemen had charge of 
all manual 
engine. The hose from the latter was 
about 14 inches in diameter, and one 
had to avoid treading on it lest the flow 
of water might be checked. The engine 
itself was worked by two native soldiers ; 
it pumped from a big tub, which was 
replenished with water by coolies, who 
carried it up in buckets from the river. 
As thore was no farther danger to

Monsicur le Ministre,—After the 
several interviews which have 
place at the Foreign Office since my 
arrival here, on the subject of Japanese 
iumigration to Canada, I have come 
to the conch that His Imperinl 
Majesty's Government cannot accede to 
my request for a numerical limitation 
to emigration. At this stage of the 
negotiations, it would be quite un- 
necessary for me to offer any further 
arguments as to why the request of 
the Canadian Government should be 
complied with, but it has appeared 
to me in the course of these friendly 
interviews, that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment had evinced a sincere desire 
to seo any further agitation in 
British Columbia effectually —stop- 
ped. In order to further this object 
I understand they are willing to res- 
trict voluntarily within reasonable 
limits, the volume of emigration. I 
have the honour, therefore, to reqnest 
that before returning to Canada and 
reporting to my Government, Your 
Excellency would be ¢0 good as to give 
me an official assurance as to th 
intention of His Imperial Majesty's 
Government in the matter.
